These little (!!) gems were the IFF transponder used during WWII. 
They consisted of 2 or 3 Lighthouse tubes in Pulse operation. The 
system was coded so that a burst from the ground would elicit a coded 
burst from the APX-6 (IFF= Identification, Friend or Foe). The 
codes were sometimes not updated and on many occassions the German 
Ground control would tell the aircraft they had the wrong code. 
(Honest!). I remember that the article in QST converted them to 

AM units operating around 1220 MHz. I bought 2 for $5.00 and along 
with W1BNZ (now SK) converted them and had a two-way qso from our 
respective roof-tops. We even got yelled at by someone in the 
building that we were causing TVI !! First case of 1220 TVI. 
Antennas were home-made corner reflectors. Thems were the days!!

The RT-82/APX-6 eventually got modified to the RT-279/APX 
transponder and became a unit of the APX-25 IFF system. The two 
frequencies it operated on was 1090 and 1030 Mhz. The FAA ATCRBS 
system works on the same frequencies with more-or-less the same functions 
(with some enhancements). The APX-25 system was used at least until the 
late 60's in many aircraft. Last bird I worked on that used them was the 


F-102A. I repaired and aligned many of them and patched up many coder 
units (KY-95/APX-25). That was a few years ago! The transmitter ran 
about 350-500 watts pulse power output. 
As I remember the aircraft's transponder receives on 1030 and transmits 
on 1090 Mhz. If you have a receiver that covers that range and live not 
too many miles from an airport, you can easily hear the buzzing replies 
from the aircraft transponders as they fly nearby. 

The newer "black box" in the F-15's that does all of the above 
that the APX-25 did, is contained in a very small unit the size of a 
small shoe box! The old coder unit is slightly larger than this! The 
transponder used to be located behind the cockpit in a compartment 
accessed thru a swing up panel in the spine of the fuselage of the 
F-102A. The area used to be called "the hell hole", which it was during 
a day in the hot sun! You climbed down in the small space to change the 
"box"! I weighed 160 pounds then, couldn't do it now weighing 260!

A few months back I remember reading some interesting talk here on the BA list 
about Capacitor Reforming. Well, it might be of interest to those of you on 
the list, but this month in the Old Timers Bulletin (OTB) published by the 
Antique Wireless Association (AWA) is an excellent little circuit for 
automatically reforming electrolitic capacitors. It uses a single 6BQ6GTB 
sweep tube. Also, a high voltage adjustable supply is needed to cover the 
range of 50 to 600V and a separate 50V screen supply. The 6BQ6 acts as current 
source to slowly charge up the capacitor and perform the reforming. 


There is also another article which was intended to add to the National 
receivers presented in Moores book. This article has a nice picture of 
an RAO receiver.

> A friend just gave me an eico tube tester. It worked great for about 5 
>minutes. I test a few tubes then found a British tube that was not on 

>the tables that came with the tester. I stuck it in a socket and started 

>to look for the right settings to test it with. All at once the tube flashed 
>and now the tester does not work. I took it apart and could not see any 
>evidence of damage but the transformer might have been toasted. 

>Anyone know where I might get a new transformer? Or even a new 

>tester. Thanks. 


Risky business, putting a tube in a socket before setting the switches! My 
tester (a Hickok) applies the set filament voltage to whatever pins your 
last setting specifies. These voltages are present whether or not you have 
the "test" button depressed. If those two pins, say, happen to be tied 
together inside the tube, something is going to blow! Or if the last tube 
tested was a 117LCCC, or whatever, and the next one is to be a 1L6, you 
could have sparks. 


I'd test whatever the eico uses for fuses. If that's OK, are the various 
filament voltages present at the test sockets? Just put your trusty ac meter 
across pins 2 and 7 in the octal socket, set the switches for any tube that 
uses 2 & 7 for the filament, and rotate through the various filament 
voltages. If that's OK, do you have B+ at the test sockets? Just connect 
your dc meter across the plate on your octal socket, and push the test 
button (I assume the eico has one). Despite all the wires and switches, a 
tube tester is a pretty simple device. If you have no filament voltages, 
suspect the transformer or associated circuits. If some filament voltages 
are missing, you may have partially cooked the transformer, or one of the 
switches. If all filaments are there, but no B+, check the rectifier for ac 
on one side and de on the other. If you have ac but no dc, replace the 
rectifier (checking first that nothing downstream is shorted). 


But first be really really sure you know how the tester is fused, and that 
these are OK!!!

Hello Gary. 


Here's a hint on the TX-1 re. 160 metres; don't bother, it's more work than it's 
worth if you're gonna retain coverage on all other bands. 


Essentially, the TX-1 Apache is an updated, repackaged, deluxe version of the 
common DX-100 / DX-100B transmitters. MANY circuits (especially in the RF and 
power supply sections) are identical, and many components (especially 
transformers, chokes, and most coils) are interchangable / identical. If you get 
a copy of the DX-100 schematic, you'll be immediately struck by the similarity. 


If you're willing to give up one band on the TX-1, changing the buffer, driver, 
and PA tank coils will allow 160 coverage without too much work, tho producing a 
new dial drum to cover 160 would be a bit of a challenge. ADDING 160 would 
require replacing the entire bandswitch with one from a junked DX-100, a nasty 
job at best. 


The path of least resistance here would be to just get hold of a DX-100 / 
DX-100B for 160 use. The only advantage a modified TX-1 would have on 160 is, in 
my view, is a somewhat questionable one. That advantage is the effect on 
modulation of the somewhat more sophisticated speech circuits in the TX-1 (the 
addition of a clipper / limiter that the DX-100 doesn't have, if I remember 
correctly). On the other hand, the DX-100 uses cheaper, easier to get, more 
rugged, surplus modulator tubes (interestingly, both using the same modulation 
transformer); 1625's in the DX-100, and 6CA7 / EL34's in the TX-1 (boy, do they 
ever run HOT in the Apache!). 


I know where you're coming from on this project; I had an Apache once too. The 
only mod I made on mine was the addition of a diode keyer on the VFO to run the 
rig on RTTY. It's a damned good looking piece of gear; when mated with the 


matching receiver (Mohawk) it's probably the most handsome station Heathkit ever 
produced. 


I looked over the possibilities of 160 on the Apache in detail in the '60s, ina 
period where DX-100s were few and far between, and very expensive on the hamfest 
circuit. 


Hope I didn't discourage you too much, but you're talking major, open heart 
surgery here if you opt to add a band.

Input level: ‘1VRMS MAX in low setting and 10VRMS MAX in high setting. 
Input Z: Not specified, but looks to be very high...The input signal 
goes to the grid of a 12AY7 with a 22 Meg resistor to ground. 


Output Z: The output terminals are by a driven by a 12AU7 cathode = 


follower stage (22K cathode resistor). The 330 won't be directly driving 


that Marshall stack without help from some heavy iron! 


The I've had mine for over 12 years and it's been a very reliable unit. 


I use it as a bench instrument, mostly for developing "sand" circuits. 


(Sorry, folks.) The 330's output is VERY clean....amazingly free of hum

Bill, 

The mercury-vapor rectifier is a special sort of beast. If you 
are using one that is new or one that has been in storage for some time 
or handled and shaken up, some precautions are in order. 

The tube should be run with filament voltage only for about 30 
minutes or longer. This will clear up the mercury that adheres to the 
electrodes and the glass envelope. In the case of the 83 rectifier, 
there isn't a big problem as there isn't much mercury in the tube! For 
tubes like the 816, 866A, 872B etc. They contain considerably more. 
After the tubes are "cooked" this one time, it will not have to be 
repeated unless the tube is pulled from the socket and laid on it's side 
or inverted, whereupon, the "cook-in" process should be repeated. 

Each time you fire up a transmitter with M-V rectifiers, it isa 
good idea to apply only filament power for the first 1-1/2 to 3 minutes 
before anode voltage is applied. This will prevent "flash-over" in the 
tube, which will result in fuse blowing and/or possible damage to other 
components. Strangely, there is nothing mentioned about this in the old 
ARRL Handbooks! Most of RCA's tube literature has warnings about warm-up 
and "break-in" times for mercury-vapor types. The M-V rectifier is an 
awfully good and rugged power rectifier once you are aware of some of 
it's quirks.

Greetings, 


Whenever I get a new radio, questions always come to mind. The Drake TR-3 I 
picked up in Oklahoma City is no exception. I've searched through my 
BoatAnchors archives without finding many answers so here goes: 


1) When was the TR-3 produced? I remember the TR-4/R-4/T-4 family but not 
the TR-3. 

2) Does the TR-4 also use different crystal filters for each sideband? How 
about the other members of the TR-4/R-4/T-4 family? 

3) The TR-3 VFO is designed for 1 kHz readout. Only problem is that there 
is not an adjustment on the knob to zero the 1 kHz readout on the knob 
skirt, as there is with the TR-4. Am I missing something here? The dial 
hairline adjustment is kinda worthless in this regard since the dial is 
calibrated in 5 or 10 kHz increments. (I forget which.) Also, did Drake go 
to the adjustable skirt knob with the TR-4? (I noticed in Moore's book that 
the R-4 and R-4A used the same VFO knob as the TR-3, whereas the R-4B and 
R-4C used the adjustable skirt knob.) 

4) How does one adjust the linearity of the Drake PTO? (My RV-3 is off by 
about 3 Khz across the band.) 

5) Other differences I'm aware of between the TR-3 and TR-4 are different 
finals, lack of break-in CW with TR-3, lack of CW sidetone with TR-3. What 
other differences are there? 


Also looking for one of the small Drake knobs. If anybody's got one they'd 
be willing to part with, let me know.

The knob skirt is adjustable, the same way all the Drakes (‘cept 
the 1-A) were -- hold the knob steady, and then push in and 

turn the skirt. If it's too tight, the knob was put on 

too close to the front panel. 


If it's off by 3 kHz all across, you can slip the inner 
kHz dial the same way. Hold the knob and then slide the 
plastic disc until things line up. (Make sure the red 
line is centered first.) 


Different finals? I thought all the TRs used 12J3B6s, and 
all the T-4s used 6JB6s. 


Despite the lack of break-in and sidetone, I enjoyed using 


the TR-3 I got this past Spring. Nice, compact little 
rig, and powerful. But mine needs neutralizing or new 
finals (can't load on 20, even into a dummy) and right 
now the AR-88 is on the bench. As for dates, it was 
after the 2-B receiver and before the R-4 receiver. 
Without a handy reference I'd guess 1963. Compare that 
to the 1963 transceivers of the day, or for that matter, 
SSB separates! Lil' tiny Drake engine that could.

The transformers in these rigs are definitely fragile. If you have an 
HT-32/37 with its original transformer, it will probably pay you to heed the 
warning in the instruction manual about powering the xmtr down with a pause 
in the "STANDBY" position of the function switch.

>Has anyone got a junker or replacement from a HT32 or 37? 


As an interim work around, until you find a suitable transformer, consider 
making a "life support" umbilical cable from the HT-3x rig over to a Heath 
HP-23 (or similar) AC supply. I know of one HT-37 that has been kept 
alive this way for close to two years now and it seems to work fine. I 
have one of my (increasingly numerous) GSB-100s on life support and it, 
too, works fine. (GSB-100s also have fragile power transformers).
